HOW TO BUY A SILO 

There is but one way to buy a silo 
—buy it! There are various ways of 
paying lot i , and the g’>od business 
farmer will find a way. Perhaps the 
easiest is to manage the silo properly 
and let it pay for itself. 

If you have not already planned for 
« silo, do so now. some planning 
must he done before the purchase, for 
a silo once erected, will Ire an expense 
if it is not lifted to it* full capacity. 

C L. \Yilb*ughby, profess *r of ani¬ 
mal Husbandry to thf University of 
Florida College of Agriculture, says 
to calcula e how many head o fstock 
you will have next season to hold the 
amount of silage they will require. 
Having figured that out. then decide 
on what kind of a crop or crop* you 
will grow for silage an<j determine 
he sire of the field that will be nec¬ 
essary for growing them. Then pick 
o it a good rich piece *4 ground of 
tha' sire clo** to the silo So that you 
will not lave far to haul thtc green 
crop* before cutting, for they are very 
heavy 

And that is about all there is t-> 
figuring If you need help in the pro* 
re**, ihe college it ready to furnish 
it. The chief *hing is to do It now 
while there is yet time.
